sian-Japanese War.'' Maj. Seaman has re- 
cently returned from the far East. 

Maj. Seaman visited, in turn, all the 
naval and military hospitals in Japan and 
the Russian wounded and prisoners at 
Matsayama, where the prisoners, some one 
thousand six hundred in number, were be- 
ing “entertained,’’ as Maj. Seaman put it. 
The men, he said, were being liberally fed 
with fish, white bread, fruit and many 
delicacies. Several of them, he said, de 
clared they hoped to be left in Japan. 

Speaking of the effect of the famous 
Shimose powder, Maj. Seaman cited the 
case of a Russian sailor on the cruiser 
Variag, whose body contained 161 distinct 
wounds. 

Maj. Seaman pointed out the small per- 
centage of deaths from wounds among the 
Japanese, and said that from the testi- 
mony of those conversant with the facts 


supplemented by his own observation, the 
loss from preventabie disease in the con- 
flict will be but a fraction of one per cent. 
This, too, he added, in a country notorious- 
ly unsanitary. in contrast to this condition 
of preparedness, Maj. Seaman described 
the conditions wh-.ch, he said, existed in 
the Russian service in Manchuria prior to 
the outbreak of the war. 
“Arriving trains,” he declared, “that 
should have been crowded with men and 
munitions of war, brought each a full com- 
plement of the demi monde and vodka. 
Wine, woman and song were certainly the 
undoing of Russia, where a beauty and a 
bottie were the highest ambition of its of- 
ficers—from general to corporal. Sodom 
Thursday, and Gomorrah—the current synonyms of 
Port Arthur and Vliadivostock tn the orient 
~were temples of virtue in comparison to 
the debauchery, licentiousness, flagrant im- 
moraiities and openly flaunted vice recently 
practiced in those unhappy cities.”’ 
Touching the lessons tto be learned from 
the Japanese war Major Seaman said: ‘‘ihe 
Japanese authorilies permitted our gvuv- 
ernment to send five military attaches to
